Steward Press Company Turned 
137,000 Books Yesterday. 
Yesterday the Stewart Press com­ 
pany turned out 137,000 books. 
The 
new “ automatic stringer” machine 
was operated for the first time yester­ 
day. It will punch a hole, put a 
string through the hole, tie and cut 
this string in 50,000 books a day. 
To do tbesame by hand it is estimated 
tha t 200 people would have to be em­ 
ployed, It is one of the most delicate 
machines in the whole shop, and also 
the most expensive. 
To operate this 
machine only one person is necessary, 
and that person does not have to be an 
expert. There is also an automatic 
machine that cuts off the round co*- 
ners on pamphlets and like books was 
operated 
for the first time today 
This machine will cut off round cor­ 
ners on 100,000 books a day. 
This 
new machiney increases the output of 
the plant about seventy.five per cent, 
and as soon as the girls who operate 
the twelve binding machines become 
more expert there is no reason why 
the 137,000 books made 
yesterday 
should not be increased 
to double 
tha t amount. 
The company now has ten carloads 
of stock paper, and about five carloads 
of printed matter which is wa iting to 
be folded and bound for delivery.

A C u r I o n k T r ib e , L ow D o w n In t h e 
S e ale o f H u m an it y . 
A hunter of b ig game in Africa gives 
a description of a trib e of natives 
whom he found there, the W atwa. 
“These natives,” he says, “live in the 
swamps, their staple article of diet b e­ 
ing fish and flour made from the seed 
of the w ater lily, although during the 
rains they grow patches of cassava 
root and sweet potatoes at the edge 
of the swamp. 
They smear their 
b odies with mud to protect them from 
mosq uitoes and are extremely dirty 
and evil smelling in conseq uence. They 
are very low’ down in the scale of hu­ 
manity and have a b ad reputation 
among trib es living on the high ground, 
which reputation they upheld during 
our visit. We engaged several W atwa 
natives as carriers, b ut they only came 
to see w hat they could steai. One day 
I shot a reed b uck in sight of the 
camp and left two W atwa to carry it 
in while I went after a liartb eest, b ut 
I never saw’ either men or b uck again. 
It was no use following them into the 
swamps, as they knew every inch 
of the ground and wnter. 
They had 
small canoes hidden everywhere, and 
Immediately they crossed a stream 
they sunk the canoe again where they 
alone knew where to find it. Our b oys 
were afraid to follow’ them, as they 
used poisoned arrows and sometimes 
set poisoned stakes in the tracks lead­ 
ing to their haunts.”

watch and care ex ercised in feeding 
and watering stock , a general pesti-

His b ody will thus b e straight, very 
high iu the water, and he will b e. b al­ 
anced properly. 
To learn to b reathe properly means 
to learn to swim quickly and well. It 
is verj’ simple. All that the tyro need 
rememb er Is to b reathe outw’ard as b is 
hands go forw’ard and to b reathe in­ 
w ard directly his hands separate, which
